Farmers Were Visitors at Uni- 
versity in Numbers on 
Friday 


RESULT OF EXPERIMENTS 
All Animals Used in Recent Tests 


Were Shown in 
Groups 


The necessity of better feeding 
of livestock as well as improving 
the quality in order to make the 
greatest possible returns, was em- 
phasized by the results of live- 


stock feeding experiments given 
out by the department of animal 
husbandry, ‘’niversity of Alberta, 
at livestock feeders’ day held on 
the University farm Friday, and 
attended by a large number of 
farmers, livestock commission 
buyers, meat packers and others 
interested in this phase of farm- 
ing. This was the first feeders‘ 
day ever held in the province, 
and, judging from the keen inter- 
est exhibited by all those who at- 
tended, it was indeed a most suc- 
cessful event and is destined to 
become an annual affair, 


Experiments in deeding of bec! 
steers, sheep and hogs have been 
conducted at the University for the 
past two or three years, and in most 
cases the experiments have all been 
duplicated, thug making the !nforma- 
tion given out of much more value 
than for single teste. Some of the 
experiments had been concluded dur- 


ing the same week and with all of|: 


the animals used in the tests et!!! 
in their pens, those who attended 
were able not only to get the results 
of the tests in the form of tabulated 
figures, but to actually eee the ani- 
mals and to be able to judge foc 
themselves the advantage or diead- 
vantage of different methods of feed- 
ing, and to discuss the many ques- 
tions having @ direct ‘bearing on the 
work with the men who actually con- 
ducted tie tests, > “

Great Market Facultics 


N. (Curtis, dominion vernment 
markets representive of the Edmon- 
ton stock yards in outHning the live- 
stock situation as it exists today, 
pointed out thet finish, quality and 
distribution of cattle on the markets 
throughout the year were the three 
most inportant factors, For a period 
of three years during the months of 
October and November, 611 iper cent 
of al! gteers sold on the Calgary and 
Edmonton markets were only clasped 
as stockers and feeders, and during 
February and ‘March, 64.2 per cent. 
Thies large percentage of unfiniahed 
cattle being put on the market cer- 
tainly did not tend to strengthen the
